was" the reception -at the Capitsl where, replying to an 
address by the Royal Commissioner for Rome, Kiny George, after 
referring to traditional British sympathy and admiration for Ttaly, 
gaid that only by the closest co-operation between the leading nations 
of the world can the clouds on the international horizan be dispelled, 
He was assured of such co-operation between the Ttallan and British 
pevples and looked forward with confidence to the future associftion 
between the two peoples in the cause of | Peace and progress and the 
continued triumph of the high intellectual and spiritual ideals which 
they jointly represent. 

A representative of Reuter was informed that Their British 
Majesties are leaving Rome with the happiest. impression of one of 
the most memorable, cordial and interesting journeys they haye ever 
undertaken. Their Majesties were not merely touched by the enthusiasm 
of all classes in the Capital, but were Particularly strack with the 
’ friendly.greetings of the villagers on their private excursions through 
the country. Both are in the best of health despite the heavy State 
Programme of arduous sightseeing. Regarded from an international 
viewpoint the visit will considerably strengthen the already close 
Anglo-Italian relations. 


VOROWSKY'S MURDER. 

Lausanne, May 12,

Ahrens returned a denial thereto and asserted that if the 
police were unaware of the threats made agains’ ‘the Soviet members 
since Sunday, their Intelligence Service Wa. tlable. He was -at. 
tended by Swiss Communists and two Turkish delegations but no 
members of the local authorities.

Vorowsky’s assassination passed unnoticed at to-day’s meeting 
of the conference. Turkish circles were surprised at this, Ismet has 
issued a statement expressing sincere regret at the death of the “repre. 
sentative of a great friendly power, with whom I had excellent relations 
during the conference and whose high qualities we did not-cease to 
appreciate.”

Encouraged by our seeming fear 
of a rupture, the Russians have 
of late increased thoir_ efforts to 
rap us across the kouckles, A 
point has been reached where not 
to protest would forever brand 
our country with cowardice, and 
detract considerably from its 
prestiga.as a world Power. The 
encouraging cable sentto Moscow 
by the spokesmen of a section 
of the British populace is aure to 
neutralise the effect jof the Go- 
vernment’s protest to the Saviet. 
We wonder whether Labour is 
deliberately ignoring the issues 
involved; whether it actually 
does not care’in the least that 
British fishermen are errested, 
their vessels seized, and they 


themselves subjected to brutal}. 


treatment, imprisonment, and the 
menace of death; and whether it

| Thera was another daring 
Piracy of @ local. steamer on 
Saturday, whan the Chins 
Merchanta Steamship Company's 
vessel Tai Shun was looted, all 
She passengers and crew robbed, 


{and the European’ chief’ officer, 


Mr..J. M. A. Crawford, and a 
Chinosa sailor wounded. The 
Tai Shun, which is on the Hong- 
kong-Shanghai run, put baak, 
and arrived here about four 
o'clock yesterdsy afternoon, 
when the wounded men were 
brought’ ashore for medical 
treatment, the chief officer being 
taken to the Government Civil 
Hospital. . 

From the accounts given by 
those on board, it appears 
that the- piracy of the Tai 
Shun followed the lines of the 
Sui An affair last November, the 
pirates going aboard as pas. 
sengers. Itis believed that thamen, 
who were nearly all Fukienese, 
went on board at Hongkong and 
at Canton. Their whole plan ‘of 
operations waa evidently caref; ally 
thought cut beforehand. There 
were two ringleaders, who had 
their faces covered with small 
towels, with eyeholes, during the 
pirating of the steamer, 

The Tai Shun (Capt. W.P. Jan- 
sen) left Hongkong for Shanghai 
via Canton and Swatow at 6 p.m. 
last Friday, with about tan thou- 
sand casea of cargo, including 
silver bullion, and a large comple. 
moent of passengers, of whorn two 
wore foreigners, Capt. J. A. Tyrie 
aod Mrs. .E. Pang,. the latter 
from Canton. Capt. Tyrle booked 
his passage bere. The steamer 
called at Canton for passengers 
and freight, and took, 42 steerage 
passengera from that port, making 
a total of 107 with these from 
Hongkong. A numberof well-to- 
do Chinese were travelling Best 
class. All: went well until the 
vessel was approaching Breaker 
Point, some: fifty wiles “from 
Swatow. about 10 a.m. on Satur- 
day, when, at a signal from 
confederates eaid to ba. among the 
firatclass passengers, the pirates 
rushed strategic points of the ship 
in a well-organised scheme, and 
ina few minutes had command 
of the Tai Shun. : 


Chief Offcer Brutally 
Attacked. 


The captain was in the dining 
saloon talkicg to the two Eur 


jopeso passengers, when eight 


men rushed iu. armed with pistols 
and choppers. and gave them, no 
chance to’ offer any resistance. 
In the meantime other parties 
of the  desperadces - were 
active in overcoming possible 
opposition. The chief officer, 
who was off duty, rushed 
out of his cabin on to the deck, 
where he was met by two men, 
one armed with a pistol and the 
other with » chopper. ~Tne latter 
aimed a savage blow at the chief 
officer’s head, and ha ducked just 
in tinte to escapo having hia skull 
laid open, He threw up his left 
arm to ward off the blow,and the 
chopper descended on his fore- 
arm, inflicting a big gash up to 
the bone.

OUR 
RADIO BOX. 


Tn his article on radio achieve. 
ments in “Current History’. Mr, 
HL. Gernsback says: --What de- 
velopment» were macessary to 
bring the presentday radiophone 
to “the commanding position it 
now holds? Strange to say, the 
really important inventions in 
radio are hardly ever heard of by 
Weare -all familiar 
with Maconi's orizinal “ thuoder 
factory,” where an operator 
pressed a key and a vivid, blue- 
white crashiag spark was sent 
over a metallic gap with ea 
thunderlike noise. It was soon 
found, after Marconi produced 
this spark, which produced the 
waves that are shot ousinto space, 
that these methods were wasteful. 
Only e small percentage of the 
evergy was radiated hy the 
serial wires. The rest went up 
in heat. After the spark had 
been some. years in use, s Gar- 
tan invented a kind of noiseless 
spark, technically called a 
quenched spark.” Here the 
spark leaped between metallic 
disks, separated from each other 
a few hundredths of an inch, 
Unless you put your ear close to 
such a quenched spark gap, as it 
is technicalls called, you could 
no longer hear the noise. “Not 
only was ‘the noise done away 
with, but the efficiency of the ap- 
paratus increased a good deal. 
After the quenched spark, came

This was another great 
improvement, and a great deal of 
energy was saved in the process.

About 1907 ® revolution in 
radio occurred as the result of a 
little glass bottle, invented by the 
American, Dr. De Forest, and 
called the audion, or, as it is 
termed to-day, the vacuum tube. 
This little tube wrought havoc 
with all preconceived hotions in 
radio. Years before. Edison had 
discovered the so-called “Edison 
effect.” The Edison effect was 
demonstrated with two incandes- 
cent lamps in one; in other words, 
an electric lamp bulb having two 
filamenta that did not touch any- 
where, instead of « single fila- 
ment. Edison observed the curious 
fact that when these filaments 
were lit by separate batteries, a 
current could be made ta pass 
from one filament to the other, 
although they were not physically 
connected, but, on the contrary, 
were enclosed in ‘a glass bulb 
which contained no air. in other 
words, a vacuum, 

ete 

This principle was made use of 
by De Forest with seme ro vdifica- 
tions. He enclosed in the tube 
stilla third element. & piece of 
wire bent te and fro, which he 
termed the “grid,” because of its 
resemblance to the gridiron used 
in the kitchen. It was im- 
mediately found that such a tube, 
properly: made, became treman- 
dously sensitive to radio waves, so 
much so; in fact that where here- 
tofore thousands of horsepower 
were vsed'to bridge given space 
with radio waves, only a fraction 
of the same power is now re- 
quired to bridge the same gap. 
It was soon discovered that the 
sensitivity could be increased 
into. the billions by using a 
quantity of such tubes con- 
nected together in a certain 
fashion. Technically stated. we 
use one tube. as a “ detector,”. 
and the balanca of the tubes as 
*‘amplifiers."' In other words, a 
weak signal, that is, one totally 
inaudible, can be magnified tosteb 
an extent that the scunds come 
roaring out from a horn with 
earsplitting intensity.

De, Forest bad not used this 
tube more thane few' years when 
vt was found that you cauld 


’ |reverse its use and employ it for 


transmitting purposes instead of 
forreceiving. In other words, the 
vacuum tube can be made to rand 
out powerful radio waves as well 
asto receive waves. The trans- 
mitting tube, therefore, takes the 
place of the old Marconi spark 
gap and the more recent Alexand- 
erson generators. Indeed, « tube 
recently, constructed by one of 
our great electrical companies 
handles over 1,000,000 watts, and 
does not take up much more 


space than an ordinary desk}. 


drawer. This tube can handle 
sufficient energy to throw. redio 
waves cross. continents and 
oceans. Already our large trans- 
atlantic ‘stations, which cover 
many acres. of ground to house 
their machinery, are doomed on 


account of the vacatim tube. The
